Japanese army spokes- 
men said still larger battles were 
in prospect, with domination of all 
Hopei province at stake, but would 
not say where they were likely to 
occur.

The informant declined to be 


quoted, or to permit use of his 
name, but his connection with 
Lindbergh was an established one. 
The mariner in which the informa- 
tion was obtained was not divulg- 
ed. and confirmation or denial 
could not be obtained elsewhere. 
Sailed for England. 

The Lindberghs sailed for Eng- 
land two years ago. Under Eng- 
lish procedure it is necessary for a 
prospective subject to have resided 
in British territory for five years 
within the last eight years before 
application can be made. One of 
these five years must have been 
spent continuously in the part of 
the British Isles where the appli- 
cant is to become a subject. The 
application must be signed by two 
British householders for filing with 
the home office. 

Breckinridge Comments. 

The only comment on the citl- 
zenship report from those person- 
ally closest to the Lindberghs 
came from his attorney, Colonel 
Henry Breckinridge, who acted as 
the flyer’s spokesman at the time 
Charles Lindbergh Jr. was kid- 
naped and slain in 1932. Breckin- 
ridge said: ? 

‘The only person who can con- 
firm that is Colonel Lindbergh 
himself. No one else has a right to 
speak for him that I know of.” 

In Detroit, Lindbergh’s mother, 
Mrs. Evangeline Booth Lindbergh, 
refused to see or speak to anyone.

Chutney, originally made in India, 
was served with curries, stews and 
sausage. It was generally made 
from mangoes, with the addition of 
any other articles, such as raisins, 
tamarinds, limes, g:inger, chilies 
and spices, and was of two chief 
types, sweet and sour. . 

Like many dishes of foreign 
origin, chutney has been adopted 
as a favorite meat accompaniment 
in the United States. In adapting 
the recipe for domestic use, native 
foods have been used to replace 
original ingredients. The general 
method in the substiution of in- 
gredients has been to employ 
sweet fruits, adding acid flavoring 
(as from lemons or vinegar) and 
seasoning with chilies or other 
spices. 

Popular among the domestic 
chutneys is the variety prepared 
with apples. .This is a delicious 
sweet-sour, spicy concoction that 
adds just the right accent to sliced 
cold fowl, pork, ham or corned 
beef. It also makes an admirable 
accompaniment for broiled sausage 
links or curries, The tested recipe 


follows: 
Apple Chutney. 

Wash, pare and core one quart 
of tart apples, place in a sauce- 
pan and-add 1 cup brown sugar 
and 2 cups cider vinegar. Boil un- 
til smooth. When thick, put in a 
jar and add one-half pound seed- 
ed raisins, small chopped onion, 
mustard seed, celery seed, salt and 
red pepper to taste. 

‘This chutney will keep several 
weeks if stored in the refrigerator 
in a clean, covered jar. 

Apple Candy. 

Pare, core and cut into one-half 
inch slices medium sized apples. 
When the apples are sliced drop a 
few at a time into syrup made of 
2 cups of Domino granulated sug- 
ar and 1-2 cup water. Simmer un- 


few hours then roll in Domino 
granulated sugar. Let stand over 
night, then roll in granulated sug- 
ar. Repeat this process until they 
will not absorb any more sugar, 
then pack in boxes lined with oil- 
ed paper.

was quiet. 

“But in case anything happens,” 
he said, “we are ready to handle 
itina peaceful way. We are going 
to get our own cotton ° ’ picked. " 

The “peaceful way,” Sheriff 
Hogan said, would include a pa- 
trol which will follow any “out 
county” truck noticed in Warren. 
If the truck,stops and an attempt 
is made to entice negroes away, 
“we will tell the negroes it is an 
‘out county’ truck and to leave it 
alone,” he said. 

Hogan said Tuesday night that 
when farmers from Glascock ap- 
proached some of the field negroes 
the Warren farmers quickly gath- 
ered. Some of them, he said, car- 
ried guns, “which they fired into 
the air.’ 

A survey of both counties today 
failed to disclose any trouble, and 
Sheriff J. L. Kitchens, of Glascock, 
said he had “only heard” that shots 
were fired in Warren yesterday.

CONSTITUTION DAY 


Today the United States celebrates the 
150th anniversary of the signing of the con- 
stitution. The nation will renew its allegiance 
to those principles of free government which 
were written into imperishable language by the 
framers a century and a half ago. 

It is erroneous to cénceive of the constitu- 
tion as the result solely of the genius of the 
men who met in Philadelphia during that hot 
summer of 1787. With all due credit to those 
fathers of the nation, the constitution was the 
fruit of centuries of painful experience. It was 
the product of profound study and was the 
summarization of the history of man’s struggle 
for liberty through all the generations since 
history began. 

George Mason, of Virginia, wrote: “No free 
government or the blessings of liberty can be 
preserved to any people but by ... frequent 
recurrence to fundamental principles.” 

Today brings special opportunity to all 
. Americans for a “‘recurrence to fur.damental 
principles.” It reminds all lovers of individual 
freedom of the need for a re-reading of the 
document upon which this country is founded. 
Jt calls for a reiteration of faith in the in- 
trinsic tenets of government which have made 
this nation great. 

There is, however, a peculiar danger in the 
observance of such special days. Their very 
significance tempts to forgetfulness of t he 
thing they would honor on all other days. 

If the form of democratic government which 
Ils founded upon the constitution is to survive, 
Americans must do more than remember that 
constitution one day in each year. Théy must 
live with it, every day, close to their hearts. 
They must be jealous in defense of its prin- 
ciples and ever alert against all who would 
emasculate its strength. 

It is perhaps fortunate that, in recent 
months, issues have arisen which have turned 
the attention of the people in renewed interest 
to the constitution and the bill of rights, It 
was the public determination to uphold the 
constitution which resulted in defeat of the ill- 
advised, even if well-meant, attempt to make 
the supreme @urt subservient to the will of the 
legislative and administrative branches of gov- 
ernment. : 

Impatient men, eager to put into practice 
untried theories which they believe will achieve 
some strange magic benefit for the body politic, 
have imperiled, from time to time, the funda- 
mentals of the constitution. Yet, after each 
such attack, American government has emerged 
stronger than ever before. 

So it is true today. There is a greater 
knowledge of, and a faf greater trust in, the 
constitution than existed prior to the attempt 
to pack the court. 

The constitution is the supreme guarantee 
of liberty to the individual. It defines his in- 
alienable rights and creates a form of govern- 
ment, with impregnable checks and balances, 
which can never take away the liberties won 
by his fathers. | - 

It guarantees for all time, in the United 
States, a government of laws and not of men, 
it protects the rights of the minorities against 
the arrogant power of the majority and it guar- 
antees to all the right to freedom of religion, 
freedom of speech, freedom of the press and 
freedom to pursue happiness and the fruits of 
honest effort. 

The constitution is, as it were, a form of 
sieve which separates the false from the true 
and leaves intact those policies which advance 
life’s conditions along safe lines, but throws 
away the unsound experiments of unwise 
leaders. 

The constitution is the grandest govern- 
mental document ever to spring from the wis- 
dom of the ages and the genius of man. It 
is the shield and buckler of every free citizen, 
and it is the only safe foundation for the future 
of America. 

It should be read and re-read, frequently, 

by every American citizen. Its fundamental 
principles should be familiar to all. 
. Constitution Day, today, should be a re- 
minder not only for lip service once a year, but 
for dedication of the heart and mind for every 
._ day that life shall last.

ENCOURAGING COTTON NEWS 

The Census Bureau report for August shows 
that textffe mills in this country consumed 
more cotton during that month, the first of 
the new season, than ever before, with one ex- 
ception. In August, 1927, domestic consump- 
tion of lint cotton was 637,520 bales, compared 
to 604,380 bales this year. . 

For the year ending with last July domestic 
0 een aga set an all-time peak of 7,944,803 
ales. 


With mounting consumption and -prospects 
of limited production next year, the outlook 
for better cotton prices grows brighter. Price 
of any commodity is ultimately controlled by 
the law of supply and demand and any in- 
crease in demand is bound to result in rising 
prices for the raw material. ’ : 


When this increasing demand is coupled 
with reduced production, the cotton growers of 
the south may confidently expect higher prices 
which will permit them to sell their product at 
a profitable figure. iad: 


Production of raw cotton in other parts of 
the world is increasing rapidly. To meet this 
new competition it will be necessary for the 
cotton growers of the south to depend more 
and more upon the domestic market for their 
sales. Every increase in domestic consumption, 
therefore, should be welcomed as a steb toward 
solution of the problem of the cotton-growing 
south. 


Full solution of that problem will necessitate 
not only larger consumption, however, but a 
drastic reduction in acréage and crop totals, 
combined with a greater diversification of crops 
on the part of the average cotton grower. 


THE SOUTHEASTERN FAIR 

The announcement by President Mike Ben- 
ton, of the Southeastern Fair Association, that 
all exhibit space for the event this year has 
Glready been reserved indicates again the grow- 
ing importance of this local fall institution as 
well as the definite return of prosperity to this 
section of the country. 


The fair this year is combined with the 
AtlantasCentennial and will be held from Octo- 
ber 7 to 16, inclusive. 

There is a growing realization that such 
fairs are not only institutions for entertain- 
ment, but that they provide important educa- 
tional opportunities. The agricultural, live- 
stock, work and school exhibits provide a tab- 
leau of progress that becomes an annual eye- 
opener to many who would not, otherwise, 
realize the innumerable developments {or bet- 
ter living that come each year. 

Particularly do such fairs... reveal to the 
urban dweller the modern conveniences en- 
joyed by his rural neighbor. Today, with paved 
roads, automobiles and electricity available for 
a large proportion of the farmers of Georgia, 
life in the country is comparable for comfort 
with the most luxurious of homes in the subur- 
ban areas of the bigger cities. 

The Southeastern Fair provides, each year, 
& barometer of progress in the.art of living as 
it is practiced in Georgia. It disseminates new 
ideas and brings: closer together the people of 
the state. It is an institution of high value in 
the social life of the people and one which 
capes a peculiar purpose no other event could 
ill. 

Everyone should visit the fair. Not only for 
the fun of the midway and the excitements of 
the grandstand, but for the more substantial 
advantages of a tour of the exhibit buildings 
and an inspection of the work done by other 
Georgians. 


“PROHIBITION” CONDITIONS 

An automobile loaded with “legitimate” 
whisky is reported seized by hijackers in At- 
lanta. The police are, it is stated, practically 
powerless to act because the owners of the 
liquor refuse to prosecute for theft of goods 
outlawed in Georgia. 

Just what is meant by “legitimate” whisky 
in a state where all such beverages are for- 
bidden is not made clear. The incident, how- 
ever, demonstrates once again the farcical na- 
ture of so-called prohibition in Georgia. The 
truth, of course, is that despite the law there 
is ample supply of liquor to meet all demand 
and that it is only the ostrich-like fanatics 
who look no further than the statute books 
who believe there is any actual prohibition in 
this state. 

The situation presents a difficult problem 
for law-enforcement officials. 

It may not be possible for the owner of 
“legitimate” whisky .to prosecute those who 
steal it from him, but it is certainly possible 
for the police to exert every reasonable effort 
to prosecute hijackers, even if the goods in- 


volved are illegal. *

Editorial of the Day 


QUAKER BUSINESS 
_ (From the Washington Post.) 
It is not surprising to hear that delegates of 
the Society of Friends, assembled at Swarthmore 
for their world conference, have struck at greed. 
Greed is a common, almost inevitable, target for 
philosophical criticism. However, the Quakers 
with characteristic forthrightness have done more 
than pillory the vice in general terms. They have 
made a timely and specific application. 
“Capitalism,” declared a report submitted to 
the conference, “needs to be protected from ifs 
own greed.” It went on to urge that employers 
should feel a responsibility to support their work- 
ers during slack seasons and to care for them 
when thrown out of jobs by labor-saving de- 
vices. The added expense, it was argued, should 
as properly be charged “against a business as the 
cost of preventing machinery from deterioration 
during a shutdown. Pursuing fhe theme to its 
logical conclusion, the report further criticized 
those employers who have stimulated class war 
by opposing co-operative labor organization, 
thereby helping to build a militant unionism. 
This viewpoint is particularly impressive when 
the highly successful commercial record of the 
Quakers is considered. Both in this country and 
in England Quaker business houses are generally 
paragons of solvency and stability. And the repu- 
tation of members of the society for business acu- 
men is as high as it is for commercial integrity. 
The sect has found that there is no difficulty 
reconciling worldly success with idealistic aims. 
So there is every reason why its formula should 
receive attention. |

Do the people wish the govern- 
ment to’ be confined in the eco- 
nomic’ field to regulation;*or da 
they wish it to extend its activi- 
ties to the ownership and opera- 
tion ‘of industry? And, if so, un- 
der what conditions and with lim- 
itations, if*any? 

Every one of these questions,

It is not the intention of this 
column to try to answer the ques- 
tions posed above on behalf of the 
American people. And it is not 
the business of congress nor of the 
President to answer them. Nor is 
there any reason why a legislative 
or executive body should usurp 
the power to make such funda- 
mental decisions. That power re- 
sides in the people themselves, 
and the constitution has devised 
ample mechanisms through which 
the people may exercise their rea- 


erative capacities and function as 
citizens and not as stibjects. It 
has provided a mechanism where- 
by these questions can be divorced 
from minor issues and considered 
by themselves, and whereby the 
pressure of party alignments and 
machines can be somewhat miti- 
gated.

The American political philos- 
ophy as expressed both in the con- 
stitution and in its most famous 
apologists forbids constitutional 
change by executive decree or leg- 
islative action.

Very important in this passage 
are the words “a solemn and au- 
thoritative act.” For these words 
express the essential spirit of 
American republican and demo- 
cratic government: Namely, that 
measures involving constitutional 
liberties and the constitutional 
guarantees of security in person 
and in property, may not be bar- 
tered away lightly, by a congress 
sitting under the pressure of pow- 
erful organized in ts, but that 
fundamental chan in the spirit 
and structure of our government, 
must be .the result of deliberation 
by the whole people, and of ap- 
proval by far more than a mere 
majority. 

If revolution be defined as a 
change in structure and aim, then 
revolution has been proposed by 
legislation in the last congress. 
There is nothing in the constitu- 
tion to prevent the people from 
making a revolution, from “alter- 
ing or abolishing the constitution. 
But the constitution is designed to 
prevent a coup d’etat; to prevent 
our drifting into revolutionary 
change, without using our minds, 
exercising our right of choice, and 
making a solemn decision. Fun- 
damental changes under the con- 
stitution must be submitted to 
what John Jay called “not blind 
approbation, nor blind reproba- 
tion, but that sedate and candid 
consideration which the magni- 
tude of the subject demand, and 
which it certainly ought to re- 
ceive.” 

All of the legal ways in which 
the constitution may be altered are 
to be found in Article V of that 
document. Amendments may be 
proposed; either by congress, upon 
concurrence of two-thirds of the 
membership of that bedy, or they 
may be proposed by a. national 
constitutional convention, which 
congress is compelled to summon 
upon application of the legisla- 
tures of two-thirds of the states. 
In either case the amendments be- 
come a part of the constitution 
only when ratified by three- 
fourths of the States, again, either 
through their legislatures, or 
through state conventions called 
for the purpose. The constitution 
has been amended 11 times by the 
first method, since the adoption 
en bloc of the first WM amend- 
ments, the so-called Bill of Rights. 
The second method has never yet 
been used. i ie 


But inasmuch as at this mo- 
ment almost every fundamental 
feature of the constitution has 
been put in jeopardy—the position 
of the judiciary, the relations be- 
tween states and federal govern- 
ment; the powers reserved to the 
people—is it not, perhaps, time for 
the American people to sit down 
and consider the state of the na- 
tion, and ask themselves . what 
kind of government they really 
want

Neither political party has posed 
the most vital questions for the 
consideration of the people in the 
usual elections... And it is safe to 
say that they never will be so 
posed. The next election, like the 


last, will submerge the -greatest 


issues under party devices, under 
attempts to attract sectional and 
economic groups, and under the 
popularity of personal leaders. 
Congress, also, is recreant. In a 
time of constitutional crisis it has 
failed to insist that constitutional 
issues be settled in the constitu- 
tional way. In five years it has 


not proposed a single amendment, 


although it has supported many 


‘measures of the most dubious con- 


stitutionality. Nor has the Presi- 
dent advocated that such be done. 
But. if there is still vitality left 
in local and state governments, in 
public opinion, and in the respon- 
sibility of the citizenship itself, 
the demand for a fundamental re- 
consideration of the constitution 
ought to come from there, from 
the bottom, from the base, from 
the communities, from the people. 
. * 


It will be said that the times 
are disturbed; that inflammatory 
appeals are rife; that the foreign 
situation is dangerous. And these 
arguments will be used to dis- 
suade the people from deliberat- 


ing the all-important question of 


what form of government. they 
wish to live under. But in 1787 
a crisis far greater than the pres- 
ent one reigned. The United 
States was bankrupt. The con- 
federation was lapsing into anar- 
chy. Class and sectional hostili- 
ties were rampant. The danger 
of foreign aggression was immi- 
nent. Yet, confronted by the same 
question which faces us today, the 
nation produced leadership and 
brains enough to draft a docu- 
ment which has stood for 150 
years. And this was done byrep- 
resentatives meeting in constitu- 
tional convention. Time and again 
state conventions have met for 
the same purpose, and have been 
notably distinguished bodies. It 
would be the last expression of 
pessimism to say that there is not 
today, in 48 states, as much brains, 
leadership, patriotisin, and distin- 
terestedness as there was then.

The Railroad Problem 


_.., and You! 


To the Public: September 14, 1937 
HE Association of American Railroads has successfully shown 
through a series of advertisements during ihe past year that the 

railroads remain the outstanding transportation industry of the Country. 

It has shown that they are dependable and progressive; are necessary 

agencies of distribution in times of peace, and of defense and offense 

in times of war; and that not only are a million people directly 
employed by them, but that the life of virtually every citizen is in one 
way or another affected by their service. 

The impression has been gained by some that all railroads are 
prosperous. This is partly true of only a very few. The reverse is 
true for the industry as a whole. In 1936 when the depression was 


over, the Net Income of all railroads was $164.630,000. This was the. . 


amount available for improvements, reduction of debt, and dividends; 
yet even in that year railroads operating 38% of the country’s total 
mileage had no net income at all, and about 30% were in the hands of 
receivers or trustees. ee 
Now. what is the situation for 1937? The Net Income, which in 
1936 was $164,630,000, is subject in 1937 to the following adverse influ- 
ences, which are already in effect: 


Loss of emergency freight rates. authorized during depression 
by Interstate Commerce and cancelled Decem- 
ber 31, 1936, which produced in 1936 revenues amounting to__.$150,000.000 
Estimated increased cost over 1936 of materials and supplies 
being used in 1937 
Estimated increased charges over 1936 of Social Security and 
Retirement taxes for 1937 
Wage increases granted certain employes of 14 non-operating 
brotherhoods, August 1, 1937. costing about $98,000,000 per 
year; estimated effect on year 1937

These four items total $375,000.000, which is $210,370,000 greater 
than the entire net income of 1936. For the railroads to break even in 
T5357, they must, in view of the foregoing loss of revenue and added 
expense, handle nearly 30% more traffic than they did in 1936. The 
actual increase in carloadings for the urst eight months of 1937 com- 
pared with 1936 was only 11.9%. 
In addition to the above, the following items of increased cost are 
pending: 
Demand of five operating brotherhoods for 20% increase in 
wages, equal per year to $116,000,000 
Proposed law. sponsored in Congress (the bill has already 
passed the Senate) by certain railroad labor organizations, 


limiting the length oi freight trains to 70 cars, which would

This figure added to the $375,000,000 above, makes the huge total 
of $591,000,000 per year, or three and one-half times greater than the 
actual net income of 1936. Ol ge 

It is self-evident to any thinking person, therefore, that with such 
additional burdens imposed on the railroads, a serious situation exists. 
One of two things is inevitable: Either higher freight and passenger 
rates must be obtained to offset these increases, or practically all the 
remaining roads will be bankrupt. This means that the living expenses 
of every citizen will be higher through increased cost of transportation. 
or there will be government ownership, with its consequent ills— 
heavier taxes to pay the cost of buying the railroads, loss of taxes now 
paid by the railroads, inefficient. service and annual deficits to be 
made up by additional taxation. 

In either case, the welfare of the public, as well as that of the 
railroads, is at stake. Nothing can be done about the increased 
burdens already in effect amounting to $375,000,000, except to the 
extent that increased rates may be granted by the Commission. There 
is still time, however, to prevent the pending increases of $216,000,000, 
but to do so imperatively requires the strong influence of public 
expression against such demands. The railroads have refused the 
demands of the five opercting brotherhoods for increased wages; the 
issue may reach a fact-finding commission appointed by the President 
of the United States. The Train Limit bill is pending in the House, and 
will likely be given prompt attention by Congress next January. 

The citizens of this country are so vitally affected by these two 
questions that they should oppose them in every reasonable way.

Camps Pitched on Antietam 
Fields on Eve of Deadly 
Historic Struggle. 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., Sept. 16. 
(P)}—Troops of the “Blue” and the 


“Gray” moved onto the Antietam 
fields tonight, pitching camps as 
they did 75 years ago—the eve of 
the “bloodiest battle of the Civil 
War.” 

The troops came from Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, the District of 
Columbia, to re-enact the battle 
fought on the banks of Antietam 
creek in 1862. 

Then an estimated 22,000 died, 
5,000 of them in “Bloody. lane.”

NO ARGUMENT. 


“Sh-h—baby’s asleep.” . 
The old wives tales and the 
smart young pediatricians pre- 
scriptions agree on one thing— 
that home is the best place for a 
baby. And certainly you’d never 
get any argument out of a young 
mother on that. score because 
there’s no lure for her in tripping 
around the country with a smail 
baby. However, there are times 
when it seems necessary to take 
baby away from home and then 
he usually stands the trip a lot 
better than his mama. 

There are a lot of home conven- 
iences that a lady with a baby 
misses when she goes visiting.

Amateur or professional actors 
are by no means the only individ- 
uals who suffer from stage 
fright.

GENERAL JOHNSON 
~ FEARS. DICTATOR 


Ex-NRA Chief Says New 
Form of Government Is 
Objective of Roosevelt. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—(#) —For- 
mer NRA Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson today professed to see the 
United States heading toward a 
dictatorship. 

“Under the seduction of bally- 
hoo, bribery and charm,” the gen- 
eral told the National Hardwood 
Lumber Association, “we are mov- 
ing away from the democracy 
imagined by the constitution and 
straight toward as rigid a dictator- 
ship as there is on earth.” 

He expressed fear that the New 
Deal’s principal objective “is to 
give us a new form of government 
—not within the constitution but 
in spite of the constitution.” He 
added: 

“Hillbilly Justice.” 

“The executive seeks the power 
to influence the decisions of the 
supreme court by appointing to it 
a majority of puppets—hillbilly 
Ku Klux wool hats from th> forks 
of the creek, like Senator Black.” 

Johnson coritended the “execu- 
tive” also sought power to regu- 
late croppage on every farm, to fix 
hours, wages and working condi- 
tions, and to control, through the 
Brownlow reorganization plan, the 
securities and exchange, federal 
trade, interstate commerce and 
communications commissions 
while already holding power to in- 
ject the nation into war, regulate 
the value of money and “send the 
stock market up or down.” 

Worst Threat. 

“Through lump sum appropria- 
tions by billions, of money to be 
spent in his unlimited discretion, 
and through the power now sought 
to shift appropriated money from 
one purpose to another, the execu- 
tive seeks to take from congress 
this power of the purse. 

“That is the worst threat of all. 
This is the power to buy up votes 
of whole classes of population. It 
is the power of political perpetua- 
tion of any administration and to 
make the American executive the 
most powerful one-man govern- 
ment on the face of the earth.”
